for Rudolph and an unknown man lve
ing at the Rudolph home,

Two days later, accompanied by
deputies, Schumacher attempted o
werve the warrant, The house appenred
desorted, but the officers procetded to
the door and rapped,

Without warning one of the slde
Woors swung open and Rudelph and
Colline, armed with revolvers, jumped
into the yard and opened fire, Behus
macher wan Instantly killed and after
a running fire, the deputles were put
to Night, but uninjured. Rudolph and
Collins Ned and were eaptured at Hart.
ford, Conn, Collln's natlve town, on
March 1, 1608, They were brought to
Unlon and after a préllmioary hearing
wers taken to 8t Louls for safe Keeps
Ing; pending thelr trial, Just one week
vefors the trial Rudolph made a dar-
ing oncaps from the 8t Louls jall
at 4 o'clock in the afiernodn. He had
not been recaplured at the time set
for the trial and Colline was ried on
the charge of participating in the mur-
der of Bohumacher, and convicted.

Denver, May 8 —The entertainment
of President Roosevelt by the eltizens
of Denver lonight was a fitting. con*
clusion of n day of rayal welcome as
he Journeyed through the state of Col-
orado from Glenwood Springs. All the
towns along the route over which the
presidential party traveled crowds
gothered at the stations to greet the
president nnd  every evidence of a
heéearty good will wus sten and heard.

The crowning event of the day came
tonight in the form of a banquet, tens
dered to the president by the Denves
chamber of commerce at the Brown
Palace hotel. This was perhaps the
most sumptuous afalr ever held In the
state and the president was visibly
pleased by the pleture that unfolded
Itnelf to his eyes as he entered the
banguet hall The banquet began &t
§ o'clock nnd eontinued until 11, when
the president was escorted to his pri-
vate car "Rocket™ where he almost
Iimmedintely retired to awalt his de-
parture for Chicngo at 7 o'clock In the
morning.
